No. 290-C/53. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
2) of Article 118 of the Constitution of India, the Speaker of the 
louse of the People hereby makes the following further amend- 
ments in the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in the 
louse of the People, published under N '‘ ; cations No. 113-C/52, 
ated the 17th April, 1952, No. 136-C/52, dated the 14th July, 

952, and No, 290-C/53, dated the 19th May, 1953, in the Gazette 
f India Extraordinary, Part I,^ Section 1 of the 17th April, and 
he 16th July, 1952 and the 30th May, 1953, namely: — 

Amendments 

1. For the existing heading to Chapter II of the Rules of 
“■rocedure the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Summons to Members, Seating, Oath or Affirmation and 
Roll of Members.” 

2. Rule 4A. — After rule 4 the following rule shall be inserted, 
amely : — 

“4A. A member who has not already made or subscribed Oath or 
an oath or affirmation, in pursuance of Article 99 of AfSnnatlon 
the Constitution can do so at the commencement of 
a sitting of the House on any day after giving previous 
notice to the Secretary ii^ writing.” 

3. Rule 25.— In Rule 25 — 

(a) Sub-rule (1) shall be omitted and the subsequent sUb- 
rules shall be re-numbered accordingly; 

fb) in sub-rule (2), clause (h) shall be inserted as clause 
(a) and the existing clauses (a) to (g) and clause (i) 
shall be re-lettered accordingly; and 
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(c) for sub-rule (3) and the proviso thereto, the followb 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(3) The relative precedence of Bills falling under the sar 
clause of sub-rule (1) shall be determined by b " 
to be held in accordance with the orders made by tl 
Speaker and on such day and in such manner as tl 
Speaker may direct: 

Provided that the motion in respect of Bills falling und 
clause (a) of sub-rule (1) shall be entered in the Ld 
of Business in the order in which notices of si 
motions have been received in point of time ; 

Provided further that Bills falling under clause (h) of su 
rule (1) which are classified by the Committee i 
Private Members’ Bills as category A shall haye prec 
dence over Bills classified as category B, and th«4 tl 
relative precedence of Bills falling under each of the' 
categories shall be determined by ballot separate! 

Provided further that where the Committee has not clas. 
fled the Bills falling under clause (h) of sub-rule ( 
as category A and category B, the order in which sue 
Bills shall be put down in the List of Business shall f 
determined by ballot in accordance with such dire 
tions as the Speaker may give therefor.” 

4. New Rules 37A to 37K . — After Rule 37 the following ml 
shall be Inserted under a new Chapter VIA, namely: — 

“CHAPTER VIA

37A. (1) There shall be a Committee on Private Member 
Bills consisting of not more than ten members. 

(2) The Committee shall be nominated by the Speaker ar 


shall hold office for one year. 


(3) The Speaker may discharge a member from the Cor 
mittee, if such member is absent from two or more consecuti 
meetings thereof without the permission of the Chairman of t> 
Committee. 


(4) Casual Vacancies in the Committee shall be filled by tf 
Speaker and any member nominated to fill such a vacancy sha 
hold office for the period for which the member in whose plat 
he is nominated would under the provisions of sub-rule (1) hn 
held office. 

Chairman 37B. (1) The Chairman of the Committee shall be appointf 
Co^^tce Speaker from amongst the members of the Committee ; 

Provided that if the Deputy Speaker is a member of 
Committee, he shall be appointed Chairman of the Committee 
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(2; ;he Chairman of the Committee is for any reason unable 
> act, v,iie Speaker may similarly appoint another Chairman of, 
re Committee in his place. 

(3) If the Chairman of the Committee is absent from any 
eeting, the Committee shall choose another member to act as 
Chairman of the Committee for that meeting. 

37C. In order to constitute a meeting of the Committee the 
quorum shall be four. 

370. (1) All questions at any sitting of the Committee shall 
re determined by a maiority of votes of the members present and 
oting. 

(2) In the case of an equality of votes on any matter, the 
Hhaimian shall have a second or casting vote. 

37E. (1) The functions of the Committee shall be — 

(a) to examine every Bill seeking to amend the Constitu- 
tion notice of which has been given by a private 
member, before a motion for leave to introduce the 
Bill is included in the list of business of the House; 

(b) to examine all private members’ Bills after they are 
introduced and before they are taken up for consider- 
ation in the House and to classify them according to 
their nature, urgency and importance into two cate- 
gories, namely, category A and category B; 

(c) to recommend the time that should be allocated for the 
discussion of the stage or stages of each private 
members’ Bill and also to indicate in the time-table 
so drawn up the different hours at which the various 
stages of the Bill in a day shall be completed; 

(d) to examine every private members’ Bill which is 
opposed in the House on the ground that the Bill Initi- 
ates legislation outside the legislative competence of 
the House, and the Speaker considers such objection 
prima fade tenable. 

(2) The Committee shall perform such other functions in 
respect of private members’ Bill as may be assigned to it by the 
Speaker from time to time. 

37F. (1) The Committee shall have power to require the 
attendance of persons or the production of papers or records If 
such a course is considered necessary for the discharge of its 
mties :

(3) No docuiAent submitted to the Committee shall be vfith- 
drawn, or altered without the knowledge and approval of th 
Committee. 

37G. (1) The Report shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Committee or, in his absence, by any member of the (jotm- 
mittee so authorised by the Committee. 

(2) The Report of the Committee shall be presented by the 
Chairman or by a member of the Committee to the House, 

37H. At any time after the report has been presented to the 
House a motion may be moved that the House agrees or agree; 
with amendments or disagrees with the report: 

Provided that not more than Jialf-an-hour shall be allotted 
for the discussion of the motion and no member shall speak for 
more than five minutes on such a motion: 

Provided further that an amendment may be moved that- the 
report be referred back to the Committee without limitations or 
with reference to any particular matter, 

371. The classification of Bills and the allocation of time 
order in respect of the Bills shall be notified in the Parliamentary 
Bulletin in accordance with the decision of the House under 
Rule 37H. 

37J. At the appointed hour in accordance with the allocation 
of time order the Speaker shall forthwith put every question' 
necessary to dispose of all the outstanding matters in connection 
with the completion of a particular stage of the Bill. 

37K. The Speaker may issue such directions as he may. 
consider necessary for regulating the procedure connected with 
the consideration of any question before the Committee.” 

5, Rule 47. —After clause (xxi) of sub-rule (2) of Rule 47, th 
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ollo”“’^g shall be inserted, namely: — 

vxxii) it shall not ordinarily seek information on matters 
which are under consideration before a Parliamentary 
Committee.” 

6. New Rules 59A to .WD.— After rule 59 the following rules 
hall be inserted under a new Chapter VIIIA, namely ; — 

“CHAPTER VIIIA 

Discussion on iuatters of urgent public importance for short 

DURATION 

. 59A. Any member desirous of raising discussion on a matter Notice of 
of urgent public importance may give notice in writing to the 
Secretary specifying clearly and precisely the matter to be 
raised : 

Provided that the notice shall be accompanied by an explana- 
tory note stating reasons for raising a discussion on the matter 
in question: 

Provided further that the notice shall be supported by the 
signature of at least two other members. 

59B. If the Speaker is satisfied after calling for such informa- Speaker to 
tion from the member who has given notice and from the decide ad- 
Minister as he may consider necessary that the matter is urgent 
and is of sufficient importance to be raised in the House at an 
early date, he may admit the notice and in consultation with the 
Leader of the House fix the date on which such matter may be 
taken up for discussion and allow such time for discussion not 
exceeding two and a half hours as he may consider appropriate 
in the circumstances: 

Provided that if an early opportunity is otherwise available 
for the discussion of the matter, the Speaker may refuse to 
admit the notice. 

59C. There shall be no formal motion before the House nor Nofonnal 
voting. The member who has given notice may make a short motion, 
statement and the Minister shall reply shortly. Any member 
who has previously intimated to the Speaker may be permitted 
to take part in the discussion. 

59D. The Speaker may, if he thinks fit, prescribe a time-limit Time limit 
for the speeches.” of speechee. 

' 7. Rule 67 . — Fcir rule 67, the following shall be substituted, 

Mmely ; — • 

"67. The Speaker on request being made to him may order 
the publication of any Bill (together with the State- 
ment of Objects and Reasons, the memorandum re- 
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garding delegation of legislative power i the 
financial memorandum accompanying It) in the 
Gazette, although net motion has been made for leave 
to introduce the Bill, In that case it shall not be 
necessary to move for leave to introduce the BUI, and, 
if the Bill is afterwards introduced, it shall not be 
necessary to publish it again.” 

8. Rule 68. — In rule 68, the following sub-rule shall be insert- 
ed at the end, namely: — 

“(4) The Speaker may disallow a nortice of a BUI in case 
the Bill does not comply with the requirement of sub- 
rule (2) of this rule, or rule 70 or 71 : ", 

9. Rule 82. — In rule 82, the following shall be inserted^ 
sub-rule (1) and the existing provision of the rule shaU be re- 
numbered as sub-rule (2), namely; — 

“(1) All questions at any sitting of a Select Committee 
shall be determined by a majority ctf votes of the 
members present and voting.” 

10. Rule 126. — In rule 126, the words “or in respect of which 
notice of a motion has been received under these rules” shall be 
omitted. 

11. Rule 133. — After sub-rule (4) of rule 133, the following 
sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(5) In order to constitute a meeting ttf the Committee 
the quorum shall be three.” 

12. Rule 137A, — After rule 137, the following rule shall be 
Inserted, namely ; — 

“137A. In other respects, the rules applicable to a 
Parliamentary Committee in Chapter XX of these 
rules shall apply.” 

13. Rule 196. — After sub-rule (3) in rule 196, the following 
sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(4) If any money has been spent on any service during 
a financial year in excess of the amount granted by 
the House for that purpose, the Committee shall 
examine with reference to the facts of eaefi case the 
circumstances leading to such an excess and make 
such recommendation as it may deem fit.” 
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1-1 Rule 197 . — In sub-rule (4) oI rule 197, for the Word “four” 
the d “five” shall be substituted. 

15. Rule 198 . — For the existing sub-rule (1) of rule 196, the 
following shall be substituted, namely; — . 

“(1) There shall be a Committee on Estimates for the exami- 
nation of such of the estimates as may seem fit to the 
Committee or are specifically referred to it by the House. 

The functions of the Committee shall be — 

(a) to report what economies, improvements in organisa- 

tion, efficiency or administrative reform, consistent 
with the policy underlying the estimates, may be 
effected; 

(b) to suggest alternative policies in order to bring about 

efficiency and economy in administration; 

(c) td examine whether the mdn^y“is well lajd-out within 

the limits of the policy implied in the estimates; and 

(d) to suggest the form in which the estimates shall be 

presented to Parliament." 

In sub-rule (6) of rule 198, for the word “six” the word 
"eight” be substituted. 

16. Rule 214D . — After rule 214C, the following shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“214D. In other respects, the rules applicable to a PtoviBion* 
Parliamentary Committee in Chapter XX of these 
rules shall apply.” respects. 


17. New Rule 226A . — ^After rule 226, in Chapter XVI, the 
following rule shall be inserted as Rule 226A and the existing 
rule 226A onwards under Chapter XVIA shall be re-numbered 
accordingly : — 


“226A. In other respects, the rules applicable to a Parlia- Provisions 

mentary Committee in Chapter XX of these rules “Pphoble In

shall apply.” pects. 


18. Rule 257 . — For Rule 257 the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“257. (1) Whenever the debate on any motion in connection Limitation 
with a Bill or' on any other motion becomes unduly 
protracted the Speaker may, after taking the sense of 
the House, fix a time limit for the conclusion of 
discussion on any stage or all stages of the Bill or the 
motion as the case may be. 
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(2) At the appointed hour, in accordance with ' ime 
limit fixed for the completion of a particula?^^ ; of 
a Bill or a motion, the Speaker shall, unless the debate 
is sooner concluded, forthwith put every question 
necessary to dispose of all the outstanding matters in 
connection with that stage of the Bill or the motion," 

19. Rule 265 . — TP sub-rule (3) of rule 265 the following 
proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that where a Committee has been appointed 
by the Speaker, the Chairman shall report the fact of 
such adjournment to the Speaker." 

20. Rule 266 . — ^To rule 266, the following proviso shall be 
added, namely: — 

“Provided that where the members of the Committee are 
nominated by the Speaker a member may be dis- 
charged by the Speaker." 

21. Rule 276A . — After Rule 276 the follc/wing rule shall be 
inserted :' — 

“276A. A Parliamentary Committee may, if it thinks fit, 
make a special report on any matter that arises or 
comes to light in the course of its work which it may 
consider necessary to bring to the notice' of the 
Speaker cfr the House, notwithstanding that such 
matter is not directly connected with, or does not 
fall within or is not incidental to, its terms of 
reference.” 

22. Rule 283A . — After rule 283, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely; — 

“283A. A parliamentary Committee shall have power to 
pass resolutions on matters of procedure relating to 
that Committee for the consideraticm of the Speaker, 
who may make such variations in procedure as he may 
consider necessary.”
